Here's wishing you a Merry Christmas— and a safe 
Christmas. 

This year, if past precedents prevail, many a Christ- 
mas that starts out merrily will end in tragedy — be- 
cause of fire. A dead child, a seriously burned parent, 
a destroyed home — these are the fruits of carelessness 
and ignorance in regard to fire hazards. 

The danger of fire always exists, and with the 
Holiday season a number of especially grave hazards 
appear. One of the worst of these is the use of real 
candles on Christmas trees. As the tree dries, it will 
very easily catch fire from even the slightest name. 
And even though a tree is green enough to resist candle 
flame, the danger of clothing and decorations igniting 
is extremely great Use electric tree candles— and j 
buy outfits of good quality to reduce the hazard of . 
short-circuits. i 

Christmas costumes, of paper and flimsy cloth, are ( 
another important danger, especially to children too . 
young to be properly carefuL Such costumes should . 
never be worn in the presence of open flame of any 
kind, such as a fireplace. 

During Christmas, more than ordinary care should 
be taken with matches and smoking materials. With 
a litter of package wrappings about, and the house in 
general happy disorder, carelessness with a match or 
cigarette may be the prelude to a conflagration. 

Above all then — keep fire dangers in mind this 

Christmas, and be safe. It isn't hard- And it may 

save a life.

It's up to Congress Now 

The nation's leading bankers, replying to a question- 
naire, expressed the opinion that the current slump in 
American business would run its course In about four 
months, and not develop into a new depression. They 
qualified this statement, however, by saying that an up- 
turn is dependent largely upon a change In the attitude 
of the government toward industry. Finally, they propos- 
ed five distinct recovery measures, in. the following order, 
all of which are in the power of Congress to effect: 

1. Repeal of the undistributed earnings tax. 

2. Balancing the budget. 

3. Effecting increases in rail rates to provide a 
reasonable return on investment 

4. Lowering the tax on capital gains. 

5. Encouragement to the utilities, in the interest 
of expansion. 

It is certainly no coincidence that, this list of mea- 
sures, proposed by bankers heading 125 institutions 
with total deposits of more than $12,000,000,000.00, is in 
entire accord with the proposals of a legion of other 
experts, including many men high in government service.' 
Tax reform— a sane fiscal policy— a friendly attitude to- 
ward the great basic industries which normally provide 
the bulk of American investment, purchasing and em- 
ployment: These are essential not only to recovery and 
the prevention of another depression, but to eventual per- 
manent stability. 

In other words, it is high time Congress did more 
thinking about recovery, and less about "reform** — espec- 
ially reforms of the half-baked, experimental nature we 
have been witnessing in confused abundance in the last 
few years. As a number of authorities have been saying, 
the question of whether we are to go ahead again or to 
continue rolling down the economic hill will be decided 
in the next six to eight weeks — and Congress must do 
a large part of the deciding. 

* ¥ * 

• Hoping for the Best 

There are growing indications that the • federal 
government may call a truce in its war on the private 
utility industry. The fact that the electric utilities, if 
given reasonable assurance that they will not be saddled 
further with confiscatory taxes, punitive regulation or 
driven out of business by government competition, 
could be a tremendous influence in curbing the recession, 
seems to have finally permeated the halls of Congress. 
However, to date there has been no concrete action, in 
spite of the new attitude of compassion. And after half 
a decade of merciless political attack it will take more 
than a few words of half-hearted conciliation to snap 
the utility industry out of the doldrums. 

As has been pointed out, if the truce is genuine, 
the first form that congressional action should take is 
the stoppage of further direct competition by govern- 
ment with its citizens. Second, it should compel true 
accounting of existing public power operations. Third, 
it should stop promoting and subsidizing public owner- 
ship and operation. 

Billions of dollars of utility construction and ex- 
pansion, and thousands of jobs arc awaiting such action- 
Will it be taken? Is the truce genuine — and perma- 
nent? One wonders — and hopes for the best.

KING OF FOWL 

REMAINS CHOICE 
OF HOLIDAY RISH 



Turkey continues to be the niece 
de resistance for the holiday dinner 
table, and when proper attention has 
been paid to its purchase and cooking 
the simplest of fare takes on elegance. 

In purchasing a turkey select one 
that is plump and broad chested, with 
smooth pliable legs and without any 
spurs. A hen turkey is usually more 
tender than the torn. Ten to twelve 
pound turkeys are the best buy. If it 
is necessary to have more it is better 
to purchase two 8 to 10-pound turkeys 
than one 18 to 20 pound bird. 

Remove, pinfeathers and singe over 
gas flame to remove any hairs. Whip 
the bird well inside and out with a 
clean, wet cloth and rinse thoroughly 
Draw out the viscera and clean inside 
cavity well with clean, cold water. 
The butcher will draw the bird for 
you if you ask him. 

Rub the turkey inside with lemon 
juice or a cut onion; sprinkle with 
salt and then dredge lightly with flour. 

Place on its back in an uncovered 
roasting pan. To make the white meat 
more juicy a piece of suet or bacon 
can be placed across the breast Bake 
in a 350-degree F. Oven, roasting 15 
minutes to the pound for the young 
turkey and 20 minutes per pound for 
the mature one. Baste it frequently 
with pan liquor. 

Take your pick from these flavorful 
stuffings to tuck into the holiday fowl. 
Be sure to make plenty of it as there 
will be second servings. Try them and 
see!

for every housewife to follow if •she 
would prepare good coffee. For a bev- 
erage which enjoys such a universal 
popularity, it is to be regretted that 
so many homemakers have not mas- 
tered the art of preparing it consist- 
ently. 

FOLLOW THESE RULES 

The points given here arc really 
not rules but simply commonsense 
suggestions which every homemaker 
knows but frequently forgets, or just 
neglects in her haste to prepare this 
beverage. 

Naturally the coffee should be fresh. 
After the container is opened, the cof- 
fee should be kept in an airtight con- 
tainer. Some cans have self-locking 
tops. The coffee pot itself should be 
kept clean. Never allow grounds to 
stand in a coffee pot or maker. Use 
only freshly drawn water. Above all, 
use standard measuring utensils to in- 
sure the correct proportions of both 
water and coffee. (2 level tablespoons 
of coffee to each standard measuring 
the water.) 

SHOULD NOT BOIL 

For the exceptional private blend of 
coffee rich in essential oils, one round- 
ing teaspoon of property ground coffee 
is sufficient for each cup of coffee to 
be made. Some authorities suggest 
an extra tablespoonful for the pot, 
this is entirely optional. Never allow 
the coffee to percoulate over six min- 
utes, and it should never really boil. 

Once the coffe cis made serve im- 
mediately, because to be at its best, 
coffee should be enjoyed as soon as it 
is ready.
